week for the care of the acute iasauie. 
That payment was authorized by a spe- 
cial act. and in the late revision of the 
statutes, and in the 1 dahmed-hmorahem 
statutes that special act was nccidentaHy 
omitlcd.

Today the company came to the con- 
clusion that neither man would be re- 
moved, as their actions on the occasion 
of (.his accident were bath blameworthy 
and praiseworthy. 
They will get some 


demerit marks on the company's books 
nnd will bo subjected for a. while. 
Mr. 


l!oggs says that Fninicr did what lie 
could to save the passengers and his car. 
This case lias been the occasion of much 
dispute, the evidence being contradictory 
and there being a disposition in some 
quarters to make a hero of the motor- 
man.

downstairs, with the rat* keeping up 
such a racket that one could 
hardly 


hear himself speak at time?, or of the 
other East, Side playground where the 
bovs "weren't allowed -.to speak above 
a whisper," so as not to disturb those 
studying overhead, I fancy that I can 
make out both the cause and the cure 
of the boy's desperation. "We try -to 
make our schools.?leasant enough to hold 
the children.'' wrote the superintendent 
of schools in Indianapolis to me once, and 
added that they had no truant problem 
worth bothering about.

where Gen. Luna ordered their execu- 
tion. They were marched to the plaza 
and in the presence of a great crowd 
were aligned to be executed. Lieut. 
Gilimore said: . "As an American offi- 
cer and gentleman I protest against 
ielcg shot with my hands tied,"

A SOIL'S FERTILITY. 


»nd Air, Wawntll, Molitw*,! 


Good Tilth, Etc., MM Factor*. 


Since the object, in applying barn- 


yard manure or indeed any manure 1« 
to Increase fertility it Is important to 
wave a clear understanding aa to wba« 
constitutes this quality or condition. 
Mr. Frank Shutt, chemist of the Cana- 
dian experimental farms, in dlscnsglng 
this subject, h»s said: A soil's fertility, 
or crop, producing power Is dependent 
upon various factors, chief among, 
which undoubtedly is tbe presence of 
an abundance of assimilable—that Is,, 
more or less Immediately soluble—, 
plant food. There are, however, other, 
factors or. conditions that tend toward 
soil productiveness, and since barnyard, 
manure, besides supplying the ele- 
ments for tbe nourishment of crops, 
affects directly or indirectly these con- 
ditions it will be well to consider them, 
If only briefly.. 


Light and Air.—In the absence of 


light and air plants cannot thrive, fot 
while the hitter supplies the greater 
portion of their nourishment the for- 
mer serves to convert such within the 
plant into vegetable substances. Since, 
however, light and air are abundant- 
ly provided by nature it will not be 
necessary here to dwell-at any length; 
upon their agricultural functions. 


It Is, however, important to point out 


that roots as well as leaves require air. 
Waterlogged, badly drained soils and 
heavy, plastic clays exclude the air 
and consequently have a low degree of 
fertility. 
Barnyard manure and all 


organic manures do signal service for 
such soils by rendering them more 
porous and permeable to air. 


Respecting tbe vaiue of light; it will 


only be necessary to state that th'e 
full effect of manure fs not obtained 
when crops are to'o thickly sown.' An 
excellent Illustration of this Is afford- 
ed by the Indian corn:crop. Carefully 
conducted experiments have shown 
that the arnountof real cattle food fur- 
nished by, say, an acre of corn sown 
broadcast is very much less than that 
obtained from a similar area • planted 
In rows or hills. 


Warmth and Moisture.—"With thesar 


also the control of the farmer Is only 
Indirect. It Is nevertheless well to re- 
member that judicious culture may; 
vastly Increase and also regulate a 
soil's'warmth (so necessary, especially 
In seed germination and the younger 
stages of growth), as well as affect 
beneficially its capacity for holding 
moisture. Between 80 per cent and 90 
per cent of growing plants is water. 
All of this and.much more which I« 
transpired through the leaves during 
the life of the plant are drawn by the 
roots from the soil. The presence of 
organic matter, as furnished, for in- 
stance, by barnyard manure, Is instru- 
mental In controlling a right degree of 
soil moisture during seasons of drought 
and by its fermentation raises tho soll'« 
temperature. 


Good Tlltli.—For want of another 


term to denote that suitable and favor- 
able physical or mechanical condition 
of soil which Is the result of judicious 
culture'and tbe application of manures 
tbe writer has been obliged' to use the 
expression "good rnthi". A heavy plas- 
tic clay that bakes Into hard masse*, a. 
light and too porous sand that neither 
holds moisture nor affords a firm root; 
hold to plnuts, a peaty or swamp'soil 
practically destitute of'clav and sand 
—none of these can be said to be In 
good tilth. A soil, however, composed 
of these elemeuts In right proportions 
and intimately mlsed and so cultivated 
that air Is preseut between the soil 
particles, that possesses a good absorp- 
tive capacity for moisture, freedom for 
root extension and yet wIiMl a certain 
firmness—such a soil may be said to be 
in good tilth. Draining, plowing, har- 
rowing, cultivating and the like have 
for their object 1ue Improvement of 
tlie mechanical condition of the soil 
and indirectly the liberation of soil 
plant food: hence these operations are 
essential for soil betterment. 
It is 


nevertheless true that the presence of 
lintnus from the decay of farm ma- 
nures or other organic matter is a nec- 
essary factor toward the same end. 
It Is evident, therefore, that the struc- 
ture or texture of soil must bo studied 
as well as its supply of plant food, 


Corn Cultivation 


Probably more mistakes which Inju- 


riously affect .the yield are made in 
methods of preparing the soil, planting, 
distance allowed to each plant nnd in 
the cultivation of corn than iu similar 
respects witlrauy other crop. Among 
the most common mistakes, says the 
South Carolina- station in expressing 
this opinion, are (a) defective prcpara- 
jtiou of tlie soil previous to planting; 
(b) pluming on beds or bedding during 
t]je cultivation upon lauds deficient In 
moisture; (o) pl.intluc in water furrow 
and cultivating tint upon lands having 
an excess of moisture; (d) planting too 
thinly upon fertile, moist bottoms and 
too illicitly upon dry uplands; (e) cultl- 


j vatitig too deeply, breaking the roots 


of the plants; (f) not cultivating early, 
or frequently enough to prevent the 
formation of a crust upon the surface: 
(g) continuing tbe cultivation after tb» 
plant commences to fruit

egzs than any o£ the substances com- 
mouly employed. It was found- in 
these experiments that a 10 per cent 
solution of water glass preserves eggs 
so effectually that "at the end of 3Vj 
months eggs that were preserved the 
first part ot August etill appeared to 
be perfectly fresh. .In most packed 
eggs, after a little time, the yolk set- 
tles to one side, and the egg is then in- 
ferior in quality. In eggs preserved 
for 3% months in water glass the yolk 
retained its normal position iu-the egg, 
and in taste they were not to be distin- 
guished ' from fresh, unpacked store 


"Again, most packed eggs'will not 


beat up well' for cake making or for 
frosting, while eggs from solution in 
water glass seemed quite equal to the 
average fresh eggs of the market." To 
this summary of the Dakota experi- 
ments Dr. Beal of the office of experi- 
mental stations adds, in bulletin 103: 


Of UO methods of preset-ring eggs 


tested iu Germany the three which 
proved most effective were coatiug the 
eggs with vaseline, preserving them in 
li-iewatcr and preserving them in wa- 
ter glass. The conclusion was reached 
that the last is preferable, because 
varnishing the eggs with vaseline takes 
considerable tlrrro, and treating them 
with llmewater is likely to give the 
eggs a disagreeable order and taste. 
"There is, however, one drawback 
with eggs preserved in a solution .of 
water glass—viz. the shell bursts in 
boiling water. .This may .be,avoided 
bv- cautiously piercing the .-shell.--with 
a'strong needle."- The following-direc-

SUGAR. BEET FERTILIZERS.. 


ThoronKh rail' PIo-f»l»« TJrsed For

• -Tte question of- fertilizers as affect- 
Ing .the culture of sugar, beets In-this 
country Is not so Important as aome 
others, except In some sections where 
the 6oll has! been a great-deal longer 
under tillage than It has In the north- 
west. One of the advantages this coun- 
try has orer Europe is the fact that 
there^they must necessarily resort to 
expensive fertilizers, costing $10 to 
$20 per acre, in order to produce a crop 
of beets, while in a large section of 
this country, where sugar beets have 
shown an adaptability to agricultural 
conditions 'no fertilizer whatever Is 
necessary.. _Whlle the particular con- 
stituent elements In wlilci we .are 
mostly.;interested come from the air, 
the" .b'eeta must necessarily draw from 
the..s6il..siome of the agents,needed to 
perform tho work of transforming the 
carbon i compounds into sugar lu the 
beet, and our soils will furnish for 
some itime> a bountiful supply of these 
agents..«

•One-pf :the; most common' mistakes 


made, by.tiic farmer.in the use of sugar 
beet; fertilizers Is the attempt, to apply 
his-qxperiencc .with fertilizers as affect- 
Ing other field crops In producing sugar 
beetsv This necessarily leads him to nn 
Improper .application of .the nitrogen 
compounds to the soil, such as that 
found in barnyard manures and decay- 
ing, vegetation of all kinds. But this Is 
'a mistake. If any nitrogen should be 
applied to the soil at all, it should be 
applied two or .three years before In 
growing other crops in the order of .ro- 
tation. This-may be found necessary 
In.some cases on account of the weak- 
ness-, of the-soil, in order ta produce a 
beet.of sufficient body and size.

•weather durlrut autumn months. If we 
have frames of honey of. the past sea- 
son's ..(fathering, laid by for this pur- 
pose, and. every apiarist should keep a 
reserve supply of these, then we can 
on. the first fine day supply the wants 
of. the colonies In first class order. 
. Twenty-live or 30 pounds of honey 
will winter a. colony of bees ordinarily 
nnd. carry them up to the time they can 
.gather hooey In spring, but It depends 
iupp'n ,the kind ot honey flow during 
'spring !t this carries then.! up to the 
principal, honey harvest or takes them 
..entirely out of .danger. Bees frequently 
starve "outright, in springtime simply 
.because they 
require 
considerable 


stores, to fec4 their .young brood, and 
!thc remade, frequently made that It 
takes more, honey to spring a colony of 
bees than.lt. takes to winter them is 
.very true. 
' One. of the greatest drawbacks In se- 
curing a,'good. honey .yield during the 
honey season Is the -shortage of honey 
to spring the bees or to provide enough 
food at this., time to feed the large 
force of young be** that are being 
reared. 'Brood rearing la largely cur- 
tailed at. this season of year by not 
having enough reserve stores In the 


, hive;, hence , tho Importance of having 
the hives full ot honey in going. Into 
winter quarters may easily be seen.—
